We desire to draw attention to the objects and 
work of the Society for the Visitation of the Sick 
in Hospitals and Infirmaries, the Secretary of 
which is Mr. Wellesley H. Robinson, of 112, 
St. Martin’s Lane, Trafalgar Square, London, 
Wc. 

The Society is in need of voluntary workers, 
ladies and gentlemen of sanctified common sense, 
for the delicate duty of visiting the sick and dying 
in our hospitals and infirmaries ; a work of peculiar 
interest and importance, and which can only be 
undertaken by those qualified to explain the way 
of salvation. 

A glance at hospital statistics reveals a state of 
affairs but little realized by those who enjoy health 


and strength During 1908 there were 119,382 . 


in-patients in London hospitals alone, and 9,120 
deaths (latest returns). The thirty-one infirmaries 
of London aggregate 26,000 beds, with over 12,000 
deaths in the year. These facts present a field of 
loving service for some, “standing all the day 
idle,” who desire to obey the Master's injunction, 
“ Go work to-day in my vineyard.” It is not every 
Christian who is fitted for such work. Preparation 
is needed : an emptied vessel ; a willing heart and 
mind fired by divine sympathy, simplicity and 
sincerity ; tact, and contact with a living Saviour ; 
close communion with the source of all comfort— 
for who can comfort like the Comforter? Such 
workers receive a warm welcome from the patients — 
the warmest, for hearts are at rest from the stress 
of the work-a-day life, and cares are softened by 
the unwonted attention of those around. When 
are the conditions “Be sti// and Anew” better 
realized than in sickness?
